When his Holynefs had left them, the Cardinals 
caus’d to be read to them the Letter which Cardinal 
Grimani had wittew to the Pope in Anfwer to the 
Brief which had been deliver’d to him by the Nun- 
cio at Naples, as alfo the Letrer which he bad writ- 
ten to the Heads of the 3 Orders of @atdinals. Af- 
ter mature Deliberation it was refolv’d, that the 
fame Cardinals fhould return Anfwer, bur in a Style 
that fhould let him fee they were no lefs fcandaliz’d 
at his Letters than at his Conduct, and at bis having 
advanc’d Propofitions not only ill fuiting the Dig- 
nity he holds in the Church, but likewife {candalous

made ; and ‘tis faid-that that Bxprefs returns, 
he wit! appear in publick and lodge in the Palace of 
Medicis, On the Marquis de Prie ar- 
riv'd here from Milan, aceompanied by a great Num- 
ber of Perfons of Quality who are well affected to 
the Houfe of Auftria, who went out of the City to 
meet him with a numerous Train of Coaches. He 
alighted at the Hovfe of the Count de Caunitz ; 
arid to Day he notified ro Cardinal Paulucci his Ar- 
tival in Qaality of the Emperour’s Plenipotentiary 5 
that he was ready to wait on the Pope if be defir'd 
it ; but that he expected Regard fhould be had to 
his Character, and that he fhould be permitted to 

tin the Pope's Preferce: Hereupon Anfwer has 
beeh rerurn’d tohim, thar Clement XI would not 
admit him to an Audience uslefs he took upon him 
the Quality of Ambaffador Excraordinary from the 
Emperour, This Miniter wil difpatch an Exprefs 
this Evening or to Sorrow, to inform his Imperial 


Majefty of this Anfwer, and vo defire his further In-

The Advices of the fame Date from Rome in the 
other Prints, do not make any Mention of this No- 
tification of tre Marquis de Prie or of the Anfwer 
return’d by the Pope; and only fay im general, that 
"twas uncertain when he would have Audience of 
the Pope, or with what Character. 


Venice, Nov, 3. Letters from Ferrara tell us; 
thac the Pope’s Troops having retit’d from Scellata, 
100 German Grenadiers and 100 Huffars enter’d and © 
plunder’d it; after which they crofs’d the Po at 
Ficarolo, whofe Inbabitants rather chofe to confent 
to surnifh a certain Quantity of Provifions .demand- 
ed of them than to expofe themfelves to be plun- 
der’d: That Quantity of Provifions was 6 Bullocks, 

Calves, 5000 Eggs, and fome Butter, Weekly. 
The Gerrifon of Comacchio had fummon’d the In- 
habitants of Lagofcuro and Codeguro to fend Depu- 
ties within 4 Days to Comacchio to take an Oath 
of Fidelity to the Emperour; threatning them o- 
therwife with military Execution, The Imperialifts 
having been repuls’d in two Attacks they made on 
Bondeno, sais'd a Battery of 8 Cannon and another 
of 4 fron which they fir'd on the Place, and then 
fummon'd che Governour.to furrender; but he an- 
{wer'd he had Ammunition and Provifion enough for 
his Deience ; whereupon they redoubled their Fire : 
And the 28th of laft Month they receiv’d Advice at 
Ferrara, that the Garrifon of Bondeno, fearing to be 
ftorm’d a third Time, beat a Parley that Morning 
and offer’'d to Capitulate, bat were oblig’d to yield 
themfelves Prifoners of War, having only theic 
Choice whether to be conducted to Mirandola or 
Mantua. The Peafants who were in the Place, 
had their Pardon and Effects granted them. 
[ The Amfterdam and Leiden Gazettes make 
the Number of this Garrifon to be 900 regu- 
lar Soldiers, and 360 Peafarits.] Since this, tire 
German Troops appear’d very near the Gates of 
Ferrara ; and General Marfgli having Intelligence 
that they were preparing to advance towards the 
Bridge of Lagofcuro, judg’d that Poft was not ina 
Staté of Defence, and call’d a Council of War; in 
which it was-refolv’d that the Fortifications there 
thould be blown wp and that the Garrifon thould 
retire into Ferrara ; as alfo that the Troops in other 
expos’d Places fheuld retire thither. Some Letters 
fay, that General Marfigli is gone Poft to Rome ; 
probably to reprefent to the Pope that his new Le- 
vies are unfit to ferve againft the German Veterans, 
and to advife him to accept of the proffer'd Succours 
from France. 


Hague, Nov. 16. ‘ Some Advices from Lifle tell 
“us, that the Marfhal de Boufflers before he retir’d
